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HOW TO START YOUR OWN DENNIS CLUB 

You and your friends who like Dennis fan start your own neighborhood Dennja Club. 

At your first meeting, you should elect A President ( to be in charge of meetings) ; A Vice- 
President I if your President cannot be at a meeting) ; a Secretary ( to handle any corre- 
spondence) : and a Treasurer ( if you collect dues. ) 

If you collect dues. Ihese can be used for refreshments at vour meetings, or for Danni* 
hooks. 

You should decide when and where to hold your meetings. They might be rotated amonj 
the members' homes; or you might build a clubhouse. 

You can make Dennis Badges for your members, like the one shown here. 

If you make anv decorations, suieh as flags or pennants, the official penms colors are: — 
Red (for his overalls) ; Blueatul White (for his T-shirt ): and Yellow ( for his hair.) 

For club projects, you might as a group volunteer for neighborhood projects, such as help- 
ing clean up litter, helping less fortunate youngsters, and other civil projects. 

You could make a scrapbook of Dennis cartoons from your local newspaper, to be given to 
the children's ward of your hospital. You could bind together several Dennis comic books 
withfbrass paper-fasteners for this purpose. Each of these could have an illustrated cover, 
saying that these books came from your club. 

You might put on a Dennis play for your parents or school, adapted from one of our comic 
book stories or a Dennis Sunday page, with costumes, furniture, and scenery.
